Rabbi’s column 


By the Rivers of Babylon 


“By the rivers of Babylon, there we sat down; 
yea we wept, when we remembered Zion.” 


So sang the Jewish people in the first 
Babylonian diaspora. They wondered 
how they would 
practice their reli- 
gion without a 
Temple, an altar, or 
the sacred Holy of 
Holies where the 
tablets of the Cov- 
enant rested. In 
their exile, these 
Jews met together 
in their homes for 
support and conso- 
lation on the Sabbath. They told stories 
from the old days, sang the psalms and 
liturgies from the Temple, and read the 
few scrolls rescued from the massive 
destruction. And slowly, from the ashes 
of the ancient Temple-based Israelite re- 
ligion, Judaism arose. 

Unlike the Hebrew cult, Judaism was 
portable—based less on ceremony and 
more on study, less on grand ritual and 
more on home observance. Its leaders 
arose from the people: a stonecutter with 
a good voice, a silversmith who could 
read, a midwife who could recount the 
stories of the generations. As the scholar 
Abraham Joshua Heschel explained, Ju- 
daism was created from the transition 
from holy place to sacred time. Jews 
became less focused on the material and 
more on the intangibles of spiritual life. 

That’s important to understand as our 
congregation begins its time of wander- 
ing. We need to remember that the most 
important part of our congregation— 
our community—is what we take with 
us. Although it is inevitable that we will 
experience sadness and inconvenience 
as we Say farewell to Danvers Street, we 
must remind ourselves that our congre- 
gation isn’t a building, but a tapestry of 
wonderful people woven together by a 
commitment to Torah and God. 

Just as the Exile began in loss and 
resulted in the creation of whole new 
forms of religious expression, so will 
our transition ultimately bring us 
growth and fulfillment as a community.

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Bombing of Reform Kindergarten 


Sometime during the night of August 
31, the Reform Gan (kindergarten/nurs- 
ery school) in Mevasseret Zion was 
firebombed and everything inside was 
destroyed. (Both CSZ trips in 1993 and 
1996 visited the absorption center in 
Mevasseret, just outside Jerusalem). 
Forty-two children, their parents and 
teachers came to school the following 
morning, only to find a burnt out shell 
instead of the newly furnished, newly 
equipped and expanded school. Al- 
though an official investigation has not 
yet been completed, the consensus in 
Israel is that the fire was caused by anti- 
Reform elements. 

The reaction was swift and support- 
ive. The mayor of Mevasseret Zion con- 
demned the attack, promising a 
thorough investigation, and immedi- 
ately made space available for the school 
to reopen. Donations of school supplies 
and money poured in and the school 
was able to re-open less than a week 
after the incident. 

In response to this event, the Associa- 
tion of Reform Zionists of America 
(ARZA) and the World Union for Pro- 
gressive Judaism (WUPJ) have decided 
not only to immediately rebuild the 
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school, but to embark on a major capital 
campaign to strengthen and expand Re- 
form institutions and programs in Israel. 

Not long after the incident in 
Mevasseret, the Reform movement 
reached an agreement in principle with 
the United Jewish Appeal and the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations, to pursue a 
campaign whose goal is to raise $10 mil- 
lion for the Reform movement and its 
programs in Israel. For the first time, the 
Reform movement will have the coop- 
eration of the central philanthropic bod- 
ies of American Jewry to raise large 
amounts of resources for our movement. 
The only way to change the climate in 
Israel is to build on our presence there. 

The leaders of ARZA and the VAHC 
are urging members of the Reform 
movement to participate fully in the lo- 
cal UJA campaigns. All of us have an 
interest in seeing the campaign succeed 
in order to meet the needs of the local 
Jewish community and of Israel. 

If you are not already an ARZA mem- 
ber, join and support its work as it con- 
tinues to fight for the rights of all Jews 
to practice Judaism as they wish in the 
land of Israel.

My Conversion Continues 


Struggling With God

I've hit a snag. Not my first snag and 
probably not my last, but a big one none- 
theless. 

It hit me during the Rosh Hashanah 
and Yom Kippur services while singing 
the Avinu Malkainu. I love the Avinu 
Malkainu. I find it to be perhaps the 
most moving piece in the entire high 
holiday liturgy. But then I looked at the 
English translation. It didn’t agree wih 
me at all. Avinu Malkainu and Imeinu 
Malkateinu mean “Our Father, Our 
Ruler” and “Our Mother, Our Ruler.” 
That image of God is the furthest from 
my mind. I grew up with parents who 
believed that physical, emotional and 
sexual torture of children were appro- 
priate. That kind of upbringing does 
not allow for a belief in a parental God. 

The good part of this snag is that it 
forces me to struggle with my beliefs 
about God and how my beliefs fit within 
the Jewish faith. I’ve felt this struggle 
before, but I was never encouraged to 
explore what I believed and what I 
didn’t—or why. One of the aspects of 
Judaism that I find so appealing is that 
questioning and asking why are at the 
core of being Jewish. 

When I was a young child being raised 
as an Episcopalian, my doubts and ques- 
tions were rejected outright. We had no 
right to question the role of Jesus or the 
manner in which our souls were re- 


deemed. We were told to simply accept 
the Church’s doctrine. | remember be- 
ing puzzled, then later angry and re- 
sentful about the lack of answers to my 
questions. I left the Episcopal church as 
soon as I was confirmed and could 
choose my own path. 

Later, my mother inducted me into a 
satanic cult. Open questioning wasn’t 
merely unacceptable; it was often met 
with hostility and violence. It was im- 
possible to question the cult’s beliefs or 
practices. | became much too terrified to 
ask questions; even my internal struggle 
virtually disappeared. Fortunately, | 
spent only about three years in the cult 
before it disbanded. I emerged relatively 
unscathed. I knew there had to be an 
opposite end of the spectrum to the ex- 
treme evil of the cult: that’s where I found 
God. And I immediately resumed my 
questioning of and struggling witha God 
who would allow such evil to exist. 

My struggles and questions still con- 
tinue. Why does God allow evil to flour- 
ish? Why did God allow me to go 
through such pain growing up? Why 
did I survive it, while many others do 
not? What qualities does God truly have? 
Is God merciful? just? compassionate? 
wise? Do we really have free will or are 
we following a script? I have so many 
questions. In Judaism, | have finally 
found a place to ask them.

Minutes of October 6, 1997 
Rabbi Litman delivered the D’var Torah: 


Our ancestors did as much as we do to 
educate our children. Originally parents 
taught their children, and schools were 
established to provide Jewish education 
to children who were without parents (or 
perhaps in alternative family settings?). 
Eventually, children with parents were also 
placed in these schools, as the school be- 
came an increasingly important place for 
all Jewish children to learn in community. 

1. Educator Position Update—Rabbi 
Bergadine’s last day with Kadimah was 
October 18. The CEB extends its thanks 
to Rabbi Bergadine for all she’s done 
and wishes her great success in her new 
job. Resumés for the position of Director 
of Education are being reviewed. Rabbi 
Litman, Personnel Committee Chair Su- 
san Tubbesing, Diana Buchbinder and 
two representatives of the CEB, includ- 
ing Chair Ruth Rainero, will be respon- 
sible for making a recommendation to 
the CEB and Personnel Committee, who 
will then make a recommendation to the 
Va’ad. Rabbi Litman explained that this 
is not the ideal season for hiring such a 
position, but that she is confident we 
will find a qualified person. 

2. Immediate Needs in Director’s Ab- 
sence—The CEB needs to ensure that the 
bases are covered until a new director is 
hired. There will be an on-sight CEB repre- 
sentative at Congregation Emanu-E] to as- 
sist the teachers and ensure that class and 
oneg materials are provided. Stacey Shuster 
will be the contact for the teachers needing 
substitutes. Rabbi Litman will work on 


lesson plans with each teacher. She will 
also find a teacher to be the contact with 
the Congregation Emanu-El custodian. 

3. B’nai Mitzvah status—Rabbi Litman 
gave a report indicating that the 13 
Mitzvot program is still in place. She 
has been meeting with Phyllis Mintzer 
and plans to be more involved with cur- 
riculum in the absence of a director. The 
CEB felt that we should hold a meeting 
with Rabbi Litman, Phyllis Mintzer and 
the b’nai mitzvah parents. Rabbi Litman 
said we are short on volunteer tutors 
and questions our ability to rely on this 
program. (To CSZ members and 
friends—please call the office if you'd 
be willing to tutor a Kadimah student in 
Hebrew.) Rabbi Litman plans on meet- 
ing with the tutors after the holidays. 

4. Policy re: CEB configuration—Ruth 
handed out a draft copy for the CEB’s 
review and future comment. 

5. Curriculum content—Rabbi Litman 
reported that gay, lesbian and bisexual 
content occurs in the broader context of 
discussions about diverse family struc- 
tures. Discussions of God are primarily 
through the use of open-ended questions. 

6. Children at Kol Nidre—We discussed 
adding activities for school age children 
and the need to communicate about these 
to affected parents, largely due to security 
issues and the need to keep noise levels to 
a minimum. 

7. Saturday vs. Sunday—Discussion 
tabled.
